Washington, Oct. 5 (ZP)—Tak­ 
ing a new step designed to p re­ 
serv e American neu trality in a 
troubled world, the state de­ 
p artment today had comp leted 
arrangements for licensing all 
manu factu re, ex p orts and im­ 
p orts of imp lements of war. 
The gov ernment, howev er, had 
not y et p laced an embargo on 
ship ments of American arms and 
mu nitions to Italy and Ethiop ia, 
althou gh the decision on which 
the embargo question hinges was 
believ ed to be near. Many ob­ 
serv ers thou ght it might be made 
by tonight or Monday . 
The question confronting the 
state dep artment since fighting 
started in Ethiop ia is whether 
the hostilities constitu te a “state 
cf war.” Up on hearing from the 
state dep artment that war is in 
p rogress, 
President 
Roosev elt, 
now cru ising in the Pacific, 
stands ready to cu t off ship ments 
of arms to the belligerents. 
Such an embargo on munitions 
for warring nations was made 
mandatory by the neu trality leg­ 
islation recently p assed by con­ 
gress. There was no word from 
the state dep artment as to when 
the formal decision would be 
forthcoming. The only informa­ 
tion there was that the dep art­ 
ment was p roceeding cautiously , 
awaiting dev elop ment of facts 
from official sources which would 
leav e no doubt that “war” ex ists. 
The L lensing setu p announced 
by the dep artment last night is 
the -first federal sup erv ision of 
arms ship ments. Such licensing 
was required by the new neu tral­ 
ity legislation, and has no direct 
connection with the Italo-Ethio- 
p ian hostilities. It would hav e 
gone into effect regardless of the 
course of that disp ute. 
Under the new rules, manu fac­ 
tu rers, imp orters and ex p orters 
any and of the imp lements of 
war recently designated by Pres­ 
ident Roosev elt mu st ^register 
with the state dep artment before 
Nov ember 29. They mu st obtain 
licenses for each ship ment. 
Ev ery registrant mu st p ay a 
$500 fee; list all mu nitions man­ 
u factu red or sold, and keep rec­ 
ords of transactions op en for in­ 
sp ection. When mu nitions 
are 
ship p ed abroad, names of con­ 
signee and p u rchaser mu st be 
disclosed. Articles which would 
disclose “military secrets” may 
not be ship p ed. 


Oakland, Calif., Oct. 5 (ZP) — 
Mark L. Requa, California Re­ 
p ublican 
national 
committee­ 
man, stated flatly here today 
there are men in Washington 
“in high official p ositions who 
hav e delibertely set ou t” to de­ 
stroy the fu ndamentals of Amer­ 
ican gov ernment. 
In a* breakfast sp eech to dele­ 
gates from ll western states at­ 
tending a “grass roots” conv en­ 
tion of his p arty , Requa declared 
that unless 
halted, President 


i Roosev elt’s p olicies will “come 
1 dangerously near the destru ction 
not only of our fiscal sy stem bu t 
also of the fu ndamentals on 
which 
the 
gov ernment 
was 
founded.” 
He asserted there were “with­ 
ou t question” men in Washing­ 
ton “in high official p ositions 
who hav e deliberately set ou t to 
accomp lish this destru ction.” 
“Whether those men are mo­ 
tiv ated by sincere and honest 
conv ictions or whether selfish 
and sinister motiv es animate 
their activ ities is a matter that 
each of us mu st decide for him­ 
self,” Requa continued. 
Requa’s address came at the 
beginning of a day of confer­ 
ences to be climax ed at night­ 
fall by the first strictly p olitical 
sp eech to be made by Former 
Presider^ Hoov er since leav ing 
the White House. 
Observ ations of the California 
national committeeman followed 
the declaration in last night’s 
address of welcome by Edward 
M. Shattu ck, conv ention chair­ 
man, that the “real issue” fac­ 
ing the nation is whether there 
is to ba “fu rther ex p erimenta­ 
tion at a cost which clearly leads 
to bankru p tcy .” 
The national committeeman 
said a rev ersal of camp aign 
p romises (by Roosev elt) might 
be justified if they p romoted 
general welfare. 
“But they hav e not p romoted 
p ublic welfare,” he said.

No Marked Decline, Ho wev er, 
Seen in Number o f Co un­ 
try ’s Unemplo y ed. 


Washington, Oct. 5 (ZP)—At the 
end of the first month of Presi­ 
dent 
Roosev elt’s 
-breathing 
sp ell,” a check-u p showed today 
that the 30 day s were marked by 
a nu mber of encou raging rep orts 
from business. 
Bu t a final determination of 
indu strial p rogress 
du ring the 
month awaits the issuance of 
gov ernmental and other statis­ 
tics not y et av ailable. 
Europ e’s trou bles tended to re­ 
strain the ardor of stock market 
bulls, interru p ting the boom in 
security p rices which 
followed 
the annou ncement of a “breath­ 
ing sp ell” for indu stry , bu t other 
indices continu ed on the whole 
to rise. 
What effect, if any , the p resi­ 
dent’s p ronou ncement had 
on 
these indices is a question on 
which there are v ary ing v iews, 
and no attemp t to determine the 
effect is made in this article. 
Though there were some ex ­ 
cep tions, the end of the 
first 
month today showed most baro­ 
meters of indu strial activ ity at 
or near the p eak for the y ear. 
One discouraging featu re, how­ 
ev er, was that thou gh ex p endi­ 
tu res for direct relief 
drop p ed 
du ring the month there were no 
figures showing a marked decline 
in the nu mber of unemp loy ed. 
Gov ernment statistics on 
em­ 
p loy ment for the p eriod are still 
to be tabu lated. 
A sign considered healthy was 
an increase in bank clearings 
from $4,261,026,000 for the first 
week in Sep tember to $6,401,8 24,- 
000 for the last week of the 
month.

Addis Ababa, Oct. 5 (ZP) — Ad­ 
uwa, city of v engeance, bu t with­ 
ou t an Ethiop ian soldier in its 
streets, was rep orted today to 
fallen to the Italian army . 
It was stated unofficially that 
the Italian forces mov ed in with­ 
ou t op p osition to find a city p op ­ 
u lated only by women, children 
and su ch infirm men as had 
been u nable to join Emp eror 
Haile Selassie’s armies. 
It was indicated the Ethiop i­ 
an forces had fallen back behind 
the town into the hills while 
their brothers in arms fou ght 
desp erately to block the east jaw

This is partly due to the passage 
of the law whereby the rails’ principal compet­ 
itors will be subjected to equal regulation, and 
partly due to an upturn in freight business. 
All of the railroads’ potential progress will be 
lost — and the jobs and spending power railroad 
development creates, will be destroyed —if cer­ 
tain pending measures affecting the lines become 
law.

Aduwa, bombed by Italian air­ 
planes, has a population of about 
5,000, the National 
Geographi­ 
cal Society reports. 
Aduwa was described by the 
society as “strikingly different” 
in geopraphic setting from the 
low, torrid region near Mussa 
Ali, over 200 miles to the south­ 
east.
